tion. The body is refreshed by rest; the 
brain is renovated by sleep, by absolute 
repose. But body aud brain may be in- 
vigomtad for a season by changing the 
direction of their respective activities. 
And also by working alternately. 
: 


A man who has become tired of riding 


on horseback>>r in a carriage,- rests him- 
self, gets_ rid of his fatigue by walking. 
The prain which has become weary in 
thinking of -one subject is refreshed by 
some ot^er study. On tin other hand, a 
man.who feels tired all over, by work, or 
a-'long walk will get rested sooner by 
sitting down to read than if he did 
nothing. 


Eaphel, the great tragic actress, when 


returning from one of her performances 
at two'or three o'clock in the morning, 
rested herself by spending an hour or 
two in changing the furniture of her 
rooms. The best sedative which a pub- 
lic speaker can take after a great effort is 
to read a newspaper, or anything else 
that has a variety of short statements. 


The great practical idea we wish to; 


convey is, that recreation is not idleness, 
but a change of direction in the opera- 
tion of the physical or mental forces. A 
French actress lately went mad within 
an hour after the play, because she 
went home, laid down and let the mind 
run on in the same track. She should' 
have changed to bodily activity like 
Rachel. 


T.'ll-taU; Fingers. 


The old art of palmistry (telling for- 


tunes by the lines in the hand) has a 
sort of revival in popular interest once 
in a while—mostly as an amusement for- 
young people. A curious branch of it, 
as practiced by a very ancient nation, 
conies to us with juft novelty enough to 
stimulate observation—and the use of 
lampblack. Says a Chicago paper; 


Chinese criminals from the earliest 


times have been made to give the prints 
of their fingers and thumbs—"Just as 
we make ours yield their photographs." 


The tipa of the fingers and thumbs are 


slightly blackened, say with a daub of 
printer's ink, and then pressd on a sheet 
of white paper; then out come the idio- 
syncrasies of these fingers. 


Now, this new process of "identification 


is based on the fact that those' fine lines 
which form loops aud patterns, starting 
sometimes from a common centre .about 
half-way in the last joint of the finger, 
are never alike in any two persons, for 
the fingers have distinct skin physiogno- 
mies. 


There seems to be heredity about it, 


and children of the same" parents have 
the same identical lines.

cery on a wall, his hands red • with the 
gore of his victim, it would be curious 
to study the peculiarities of the horrible 
imprint he may have left, and the mi- 
nute whorls or loops which might iden- 
tify him. 
Lesser crimes, such as pilfer- 


ing, might bring about their detection 
in this way. 
One's light silk dress bears 


a certain smutty imprint, or a pot of jel- 
ly in the closet shows baby's sticky fin- 
gers, and then Bridget or little Billy is 
summoned to iubtice. 


Certain Reasoci Why Women Are En- 


titled to be Pitied. 


[Signor Max J 


For many reasons women are entitled 


to be pitied; but mainly (from my point 
of view) because they are women. I do 
not say that the abstract sexual fact is 
an especially pitiful thing, but I cannot 
shut my eyes to the long procession of 
physical and social disorders which begins 
and ends in woman. 
Those peculiar 


penalties which the is forced to pay for 
being a woman—and from which nature 
has forever exempted man—need not en- 
ter this inquiry. We all know what 
.they are. But on the broad ground of 
human sympathy I regret that Creation's 
scheme had cot been a little less one- 
aided, and that the chief distinction ol 
woman were not something else than suf- 
fering. - 


Woman's social infirmities are wholly 


sexual By a kind of patronizing suf- 
ferance she occupies the office of seeming 
authority in the social domestic king- 
dom; but I have observed that when: 
ever great questions are in issue her 
sceptre is disregarded. It will do well 
enough as a toy, but when she-holds it 
aloft as the symbol of command we good- 
naturedly laugh at her and march right 
on. 


While I am not ambitious to pose as a 


plumed champion of • womankind, I 
nevertheless believe that in many re- 
spects the social statutes by which' 
woman is bound are inequitable. I ob- 
ject to all laws of custom, .or of fact, 
which declare that one-half of the hu- 
man race shall he humiliatingly depend- 
ent on the other half. It does not feed 
my man's vanity to know that I repre- 
sent in part the independent half. 


Under the present dispensation worn-, 


an'e irresponsibility is in proportifln to 
her dependence. I should like to hold 
her tp a larger practical responsibility; 
but how can I do that, and preserve the 
semblance of fairness and consistency, 
without a readjustment of the condi- 
tions? If any such readjustment is to 
be accomplished we must first root out 
the delusive Bentintentalinn in which 
man has always .cradled woman'as in a 
•bed of thorniest roses. Its odor is en- 
feebling, and to it woman owes in great 
part her present helpless state. 


Give her a chance to breathe the 


bracing air of equality, so far as those 
inexorable laws of Creation which were
